


On April 29th, David MeKarski, the 

~ Grosse Ile Township Manager, present- 

ed his views and answered questions 

on the concept of hiring a township 
manager for Huron Township. 


The committee established by the 
township board to study this idea, had 
invited Mr. MeKarski to attend the 
meeting that was held at the Krzyske 
Center. Only eight citizens attended the 
meeting which was disappointing to 
the committee but likely reflected the 
lack of interest generally held by the 


community on the, subject. The meet-

ing was taped by the cable commission 
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so the community will have an oppor- 
tunity to view the meeting on the pub- 
lic access channel. 


Mr. MeKarski began his remarks by 
informing the committee that there are 
1,252 townships and only 100 have the 
township —_ manager/superintendent 
form of government. He did not 
explain why the vast majority of town- 
ships did not have a manager, but he 
did speak of the benefits as he per- 
ceived them. 


He spoke of the high level of pro- 
fessionalism that exists between the 
board and his office. He has found that

if the manager is objective and elimi- 
nates the political aspect of an issue, 
the board is well served. He tries to 
stay out of the politics of the issue pre- 
ferring to leave that aspect to the board 
members. 

He felt that a township manager 
could take over the day-to-day prob- 
lems and this would allow the board 
members to focus more on policy and 
the “big picture.” He advised that the 
department heads and the board and 
commissions in his township liked the 
manager position. 

He spoke of the funds that his office 
was able to generate for his township 












and felt this was a prime example of 
how the position could more than pay 
for itself. 

He admitted in his township, the 
supervisor was part time and that in 
almost all of the manager townships, 
the supervisor was also part time. He 
did not speak about the connection 
between part-time officials and the hir- 
ing of a manager but the connection 
was clearly there. In Huron Township, 
the supervisor is a full-time position. 

The committee will continue to dis- 
cuss the issue of a township manager 
and will likely report back to the town- 
ship board in the near future. 





Commissioner Patterson Reports Progress___

After two years of intensive work by 
Wayne County Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson and his staff, and unyielding 
pressure by the residents of Huron and 
Romulus concerning noise problems at 

- Metro Airport, a major breakthrough 
was recently announced. 

On Wednesday, April 22, 1998 at a 
special meeting called by the Romulus 
City Council, Colleen Pobur, Director 
of the Neighborhood Noise 
Compatibility Program conceded a 
provision in the noise mitigation con- 
tract had to be re-evaluated. 

The original provisions called for all 
properties built and owned prior to the 
PART 150 reconciliation date of 
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November 29, 1992 would be included 
in the noise mitigation program. Those 
built after, or purchased after the 
November 1992 cut off were to be 
excluded. Commissioner Patterson and 
his constituents insisted that this was 
inherently unfair to the many residents 
who had purchased existing (built prior 
to November 1992) properties after the 
cut off. Especially since the noise insu- 
lation, purchase insurance phase of the 
PART 150 plan had not even begun 
until the fall of 1997, and was not 
available for residents to sign up for 
until the end of 1997! 

They maintained a lot of decisions 
can face a property owner in a five- 
year period of time that could affect 
their ownership of a property. Any 
decision to sell their property would, 
under the old provisions of the con- 
tract, automatically exclude their home 
and future owners from any relief from 
the airport noise. 

According to the concession made 
by Pobur, the changes to the contract 
will now include all eligible properties 
built before November 1992 regardless 
of ownership history. 

“We consider this a major break- 


through in bringing more fair and equi- 
table service to the affected residents 
surrounding Metro Airport,” said 
Melissa McLaughlin, who has headed 
up Commissioner Patterson’s efforts to 
resolve noise issues for Romulus and 
Huron. 

“We doubt, without the pressures 
and work done by Commissioner 
Patterson, his office and especially 
Melissa McLaughlin, the citizen-based 
Noise Steering Committee, local resi- 
dent’s voices, Huron Township’s 
Board and Romulus’ City Council, that 
this first step would never have been 
made,” Huron Township Supervisor, 
David Glaab said. 

There is still much work to do how- 
ever. Many residents at the April 22nd 
meeting in Romulus expressed frustra- 
tion at being “outside of the contours,“ 
and therefore ineligible for any noise 
mitigation program dollars. No men- 
tion was made at the meeting of Senate 
Bill 832, now in committee in Lansing, 
authored and sponsored by State 
Senator, Loren Bennett (R-Canton) 
which addresses just those resident’s 
concerns. 

Briefly stated, under SB-832, people 


outside of the official noise contours 
could appeal to a locally appointed 
board of representatives for relief from 
the noise. Additionally, local commu- 
nities that have suffered a loss of tax 
base from the airport could petition this 
board for relief. The funding for this 
would come from the current parking 
excise tax that was granted to Wayne 
County in 1987 (PA248) by the state 
legislature (for further information 
about this tax, contact Senator 
Bennett). This tax would generate 
about $12 million annually to provide 
relief to and for many people and com- 
munities. Communities and citizens 
are encouraged to contact their state 
representatives to urge their support of 
this crucial bill. 

Airports are here to stay, but there is 
no reason they need to destroy the 
quality of life for residents and their 
communities. Continued pressure on 
the Wayne County Neighborhood 
Noise Compatibility Program, on 
Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara and on your state and fed- 
eral representatives will yield contin- 
ued positive reforms of the current 
plan.

When OK Is Not OK____ | 





A breakdown of civility is 
at the bottom of all the discus- 


sion recently about “road 
rage,” “airline rage” and other 
rages. Rage is the end result, 
but it is preceded by a decline 
of courtesy. When we fail to 
acknowledge the basic human- 
ity of one another it frees us to 
treat them in a callous manner. 
A friend of mine, who has reg- 
ular contacts with the public, is 
concerned with the lack of 
courtesy. She volunteers for 
Travellers Aid Society and one 
day a young girl approached 
the booth and asked, ‘““Where’s 
TWA?” My friend responded 
and the girl gave her a vacuous 
stare and said, “OK.” If this 
was an isolated case it would 
not merit comment, but half 
the people she helps in the 
course of a day use the terms 
and its use is not limited to the 
young. 

OK, okay and other varia- 
tions have been in use since 
1860 and it takes various 
forms as an adjective, adverb, 
noun and verb. It is acceptable 
for all levels of discourse 
unless, of course, one is taking 
a college freshman English 
course. It does not replace 
Thank You — at least, not yet! 

Somehow we appear to 
have lost the way. Common 
courtesy is the bond that holds 
society together and at the 
same time allows us ample 
room so we’re not at each 
other’s throat. Other societies 
have learned that we must 
respect each other’s humanity 
for mutual survival — that we 
do not have to like the other 
person, or even like what they 


are doing — but we can respect . 


their actions and choices with- 
out breaking their necks. A 
simple “excuse me” allows 
one to invade another’s priva- 
cy or space. And a simple 
“thank you” acknowledges the 
effort the other person made 
on one’s behalf without resort-
